W ithout doubt the most singular 
duel that ever took place In the United 
States occurred at Santa Fe. N. M., 
ma ny years* ago.

years previous to the first Pacific rail­ 
road and while yet every pound of

across 
tile great 
plains by 
freight wagons or sent a roil lid Cape 
H orn by sea.

fell in love with the same girl in Santa 
Ko. o n e was ail American named Jack 
Hines, and the other was a full blood 
ed Mexican, who was simply known as 
Don.

and Jack s old outfit and all Ins friends

when Don returned. 
He had grown 
uglier 
and

months. 
We would have picked a fuss 
with him anil shot him down, but J *'*k 
Hines bud no sooner beard of his pres­ 
ence than lie said: 
'■Boys. you must arrange for a duel. 
I shall never rest content until I have 
kilos! th at Mexican!" 
“ B ut you lire blind!" we protested. 
"N ever mind that. 
I m ust tight Lii’i 
and kill him. blind or not. and tin* 
whole of Santa Fe shall look on!" 
W hen we found that tie would have 
It so we carried a challenge to Don and 
also asked the authorities to let us 
have a public duel 
Some weak ob­ 
je c tio n s were made, lait they yielded 
the |*dnt. 
A light of *oiut* sort was 
an hourly Incident, and duel* en mc oft 
two or t bree times a week 
“ Yes, I will meet the A mer lea no.” he 
said, “ and I will s'iee m d cut aul 
prick for one hour by tire watch l*>fore 
i give Ii im the grand finish! The crowd 
that look s on will sec some of the finest 
knife play ever shoe ti on this side of 
the river. 
Tomorrow at noon, eh?

four Jack confided his belief that he 
would triumph.

I i i perfect health, had the nerve 
and courage of ii lion aud he believed 
he had a chance. 
At high noon < f an A ugust day over 
4,0(10 people, many of w hom were wom­ 
en. assembled oh the sm ooth turf to 
witness ti. * strange com bat.

The Mexican w as all bows aud 
smiles and confidence, and as he wus 
known to be nu adept w ith Hie knife a 
groan went about the circle as the two 
stepped forward to open th e tight. 
T hat duel xx us som ething to be re- 
uernbered f r a ! time. From the blind 
m an's movements no out* could have} 
told that ta* was sight loss. 
For four i 
five minute rounds they fought with 
only ii few trifling scratches on either 
side. but if there was any advantage 
it xx as on Hie side of th e American. 
who had tin* full sym pathy of the 
crowd. McxUan* and all 
When they j 
aine out far the fifth round Don wink-j 
<! nu! cluiekled and said it was time 
be hogan slicing ears off. 
Hines had 
’<>* ated ii 
ii. in in a h air s breadth, 
iud as they faced each oth er the Amer­ 
ican I aped forward like m flash, caught 
the knife on ids aud thrcxv it to t h o 1 
left. and tin* next instant Ida own blade 
had found the heart of tile man who 
had blinded him. 
We xx ho were only 
Ive feet away could not follow the 
movement, so swiftly w as it made, hut 
It xvas it successful one and. of course. 
ended the light. 
Hines told me that 
during tin* fight he seemed to nee every 
move and motion m ade by the other 
and from the first felt sure of victory. 
A public purse am ounting to over a 
thousand dollars xvns raised for him on 
the spot. and about five hundred xvas 
subsequently added, aud he was sent 
east to some institution and Is today a 
teacher of the Mind au d a man too ten­ 
der hearted to kill a fly.
